"The  Important  Part  of  a  House" 

of  all  the  materials  which  go  into  a  house,  Millwork  is  one  of  the  most  conspicuous.  We  endeavor  to 
furnish  first  class  millwork,  but  it  requires  proper  care  in  installing  by  the  carpenter,  plus  a  good  job  of  finishing 
by  the  painter,  in  order  to  enhance  the  value  and  joy  of  living  with  it  in  any  home. 

CARE  OF  WOODWORK 

Wood  has  been  proven  a  very  satisfactory  building  material  when  properly  treated..  Finish  lumber, 
mouldings,  doors  and  other  items  of  kiln  dried  wood  should  not  be  taken  into  a  house  until  the  plaster  is 
thoroughly  dry.  Dry  lumber  absorbs  the  moisture  in  the  air  readily  which  makes  it  very  necessary  to  prime 
or  oil  all  wood  products  as  soon  as  delivered.  This  stops  the  raising  of  the  grain  and  swelling. 

Exterior  Doors  should  be  painted  or  varnished  on  both  faces  and  all  edges,  the  bottom  edge  being  the  most 
important  for  the  end  grain  of  unpainted  wood  acts  the  same  as  a  sponge.  Water  can  be  drawn  up  several  inches 
and  this  is  what  causes  warping  or  loosening  of  the  joints. 


How  to  Order 

A  Millwork  Order  Blank  is  enclosed  with  this  cata- 
log and  by  filling  in  properly  we  should  be  able  to 
fill  your  order  correctly.  Be  sure  to  give  the  names  or 
numbers  shown  in  the  catalog  along  with  the  size, 
thickness,  and  quantity  required. 

The  universal  rule  in  ordering  Millwork  is:  Give 
the  width  first,  then  the  height,  then  the  thickness. 


Frames 

Please  check  the  details  shown  in  the  frame  section 
to  see  if  the  wall  construction  is  the  same  as  yours. 
If  different  than  Standard,  be  sure  to  give  the  total 
wall  thickness  or  specify  the  size  of  the  members  you 
are  using  such  as  shiplap  and  studs;  also  if  lath  and 
plaster  or  wallboard  is  to  be  used  inside. 

Sash  frames  should  be  specified  as  to  their  opera- 
tion, swing  out,  swing  in,  or  stationery. 


Windows  and  Sash 

The  term  Sash  indicates  a  single  piece,  that  is  the 
glass  with  the  wood  rim  around  it.  A  window  means 
two  pieces,  a  lower  and  upper  sash.  In  ordering  win- 
dows give  the  glass  size  of  the  lower  and  upper  sash. 
In  ordering  sash  give  the  size  of  the  frame  opening 
to  be  filled,  preceded  by  the  abbreviation  O.S.M., 
meaning  outside  measure. 

If  the  single  large  light  in  either  sash  or  window 
is  to  be  divided  into  smaller  lights,  be  sure  to  specify 
the  number  or  send  a  sketch  showing  the  arrange- 
ment of  lights. 


Doors 

In  ordering  doors  not  shown  in  the  catalog  it  is 
advisable  to  send  a  sketch  showing  arrangement  of 
panels,  size  of  glass,  etc.,  as  well  as  the  size  and 
thickness.
